Washington—Differing 
interpreta- 


tions are being placed on the over- 
whelming vote by which the house of 
representatives passed the bill appro- 
priating about thirteen million dollar; 
to aid the coast guard in enforcing 
prohibition. 


One is that the small number of 


wets who were mustered in opposition 
did not represent the true measure of 
sentiment in opposition to prohibi 
tion and the other is that he wets are 
planning to lift appropriations sky- 
high if possible so as to make prohi- 
bition as expensive a reform as it is 
possible to make. 


The "drys" won their point with 


relative ease this time for in the 
closing days of the last session there 
was a tendency to "shelve measures 
that looked to the strengthening of 
the prohibition enforcement agencies 
of the government. 


CHOICE OF WETS 


The choice was presented to "wets" 


of taking responsibility for blocking 
enforcement by withholding funds or 
assisting in the argument that no 
matter how much money is spent the 
prohibition laws cannot be fully en- 
forced. 


Approximately ?30,000,000 is being 


appropriated to enforce the Volstead 
act. 
President Coolidge in his mes 


sage took the position that "all the 
funds necessary" should be spent to 
secure enforcement. Tne "wets" are 
beginning to ask what is meant by all 
the funds necessary. 
Does it mean 


the use of the army and navy as ad 
vocated by some of, the drys or does 
it mean greater expansion of the ex- 
isting prohibition units? 


MAY AID REACTION 


Then there is the viewpoint of-s,ome 


of the "wets" that the more money 
spent by. the federal government the 
more opportunity there is for practical 
manipulation and irregularity all of 
which is calculated some day to aid in 
the supposed reaction against prohi 
bition on the part of the people. This 
may or may not explain why only 
12 votes were cast to reject the pro1 
visions carrying' the extensive appro 
priations. For the "wet" strength in 
the house is much stronger than a 
dozen. 


The prohibition issue continues to 


split the parties and there is eviden-je 
that more than one outburst on the 
subject can be expected before the sea- 
sion is over. But on the matter of en- 
forcing an existing law. the preponder- 
ance sentiment is that the "wets" 
would merely arouse slumbering drys 
•in varoius parts of the country if they 
made an issue of the amount of mon- 
ey spent at this time.

German armaments is to cease Jan. 
31, next and in its place the league of 
nations, by means 
of commissions, 


will ascertain whether 
Germany 
is 


carrying out the conditions for dis- 
armament laid down in the Versailles 
treaty. 


This decision was reached by the 


foreign ministers in session 
outside 


the meetings 
of the council of •. the 


league of nations. Of more than 100 
questions regarding German armam- 
ents which divided? tha • inf^'lli 
military control commission and the 
council of ambassadors and Germany 
in 1925 regarding the execution of tha 
military, naval and air clauses of the 
treaty of Versailles, only two remain 
outstanding, and it is the hope of the 
foreign 
ministers that an amicable 


settlement of these also will be pos- 
sible. 


The question of the strength of the 


fortresses at Koenigsberg ICuestriii 
and Glogau on the 
Germano-Polish 


frontier and Germany's exportation of 
war material, some of it allegedly go-

They decided on this resort Monday 
as the only method of bringing their 
bill out of the ways and means com- 
mittee 
whose Republican majority 


voted Saturday to pigeon-hole it. 


The decision was reached at a con- 


sultation between Representative Gar- 
rett of Tennessee, the minority leader, 
and Representative Garner of Texas, 
ranking Democrat 
on the ways and 


means committee. 


Under the rules the bill would come 


before xhe house for consideration, re- 
gardless of the committee, if the peti- 
tion in its favor received the signa- 
tures of a majority of the total house 
membership, or 21S 
members. 
This 


is about 30 more signatures than, the 
Democrats can muster from their own 
party. 


INCREASE JUDGE'S SALARIES 
President Coolidge Monday signed 


the bill raising the salaries of federal 
judges, approved last week by con- 
gress. The measure makes substan- 
tial increases in the pay of the entire 
federal judicary including the supreme 
court. Its enactment was advocated 
By leaders of the bar and by numerous 
organizations on the ground that liv- 
ing expenses 
had risen to a point 


where they were out of all proportion 
to the salaries. It was also argued 
that higher pay would attract to the 
bench more gifted memtfers of the bar.

Joe Adams, West City Mayor, 


Assassinated; Blame 


- Birger Faction 


. Benton, III.—C/P)—-A theory was ad- 
vanced Monday that hired gunmen 
killed Joe Adams, 300 pound mayor of 
West City, near -here, who was shot 
down by two unidentified 
men as he 


stood in the doorway of his home late 
Sunday. It was the culmination of two 
previous attacks on the mayor. West 
City is in Franklin-co, 20 miles from 
Herrin. 


Adams, a former roadhouse propri- 


etor, whose term would have expired 
next May, had figured in southern Il- 
linois gang strife through his admitted 
friendship with the Sheltori gang, and 
had reported that Charles Birger. mili- 
tant leader of a rival gang, had threat- 
ened bis life. 


The Sheltons and the 
Birgerites, 


once comrades in arms against the 
Ku Klux Klan, are now at pistol points 
in a struggle for southern Illinois liq- 
uor traffic supremacy. 


Adams was forced recently by Birger 


to'close his roadhouse because he was 
said to harbor the Sheltons, who sub- 
sequently , were 
expelled from 
the 


county by Henry Dorris, then sheriff 
and State's Attorney Roy G. Martin. 
Adams armed himself, obtained a dep- 
uty sheriff guard for his home, and 
declared that Birger could not force 
him to leave this part of the state. 


WOULDN'T LEAVE 


"This is my home, and 
I won't 


leave," he said. 


Adams was called to 
his doorway 


after his wife, Beulah, answered 
a 


knock and found 
two young 
men 


standing there. 
They told her that 


they had a letter for Joe from Carl 
Shelton, leader of the Shelton camp 
\\ho was released on bond last Thurs- 
day from a jail at Peorla, 111. He had 
been held pending trial on a mail rob- 
bery charge. 


The mayor came to the door, ex- 


tended his' hand to receive the letter 
but was answered with two shots from 
the gun of each of the men. He turned 
staggered and fell with three bullets in 
his body, and died 40 minutes later. He 
was able to tell his family only that 
he had not recognized tho men. 


After shooting Adams, the men fired 


a shot into the air, presumably a sig- 
nal to companions waiting in an auto- 
mobile parked a block up tho street, 
tan to the machine and were driven 
out of the town.

AN IMPORTANT DECISION 


The supreme court of Vne State of Xe\v 


York has just rendered an opinion that 
has a very vital bearing on every news-- 
paper, as it serves to clear up in that 
state and to act as an influence in other 
states a moot point relative to the pub- 
lication of newspaper stories based upon 
bills of complaint filed when suit is be- 
gun. 


It has always been contended by news- 


papers that these bills of complaint are 
the first step in bringing a suit and as 
such they become upon their filing, pub- 
lic property and are thus privileged for 
publication. 
Plaintiffs, in libel suits 


against newspapers, have claimed that 
this is not so. that there is no real suit un- 
til there is a summons served and that 
the state of demand accompaning sum- 
mers is the first information 
properly 


available for publication. 


In the Xew Y'ork decision the court has 


found in favor of the newspapers, and 
very properly so. 'We are of the opinion,;" 
says the court in conclusion, "that the 
complaint in the fraud action against the 
plaintiff herein (upon which the news- 
paper story was based, was a public doc- 
ument signalizing a step in a judicial 
proceeding. It was filed pursuant to the 
law and at once became a public record 
in a public office and accessible to any- 
one desirin.i- to inspect the same. It seems 
idle to us to say that it was not a step in 
a judicial proceeding and properly the 
subject of comment and discussion in the 
public press.'' 


Newspapers, in their endeavor to mir- 


ror the life of their communities with ex- 
actness and completeness, are faced with 
a thousand prohibitions and inhibitions. 
Libel is expensive and it is a delicate 
matter to determine where privilege ends 
and libel begins. The New York decision 
helps to draw the line with more exact- 
ness.

CANADA IMPROVES 


CHEESE BY GRADING 


Madison — OP) — Canadian govern- 


ment grading of cheese in recent years 
fcas been largely icsponsible for the 
improvement in quality of the Domin- 
ion's produce, according to William 
Winder of the state department of 
markets. Mr. Winder icccntly return 
d from Canada wheie he studied the 
various phases of the cheese industry 
with attention centered on the govern- 
ment grading system. 


The govcinment grading of cheese 


in Canada is a well established insti- 
tution, he said, favoiably looked upon 
by all interests. Under this system all 
American or Cheddar cheese is graded 
by government employes. The work 
Is very carefully done and detailed 
records are kept of every lot of cheese 
made as well as of the entire pioduc- 
uon of every factory, he said. The 
manufacturer is kept informed as to 
the grader's finding regarding the 
quality and package. In this way the 
government gradeis are kept in close 
contact with the cheesemakers thus 
providing a channel by means of which 
misunderstanding and difficulties are 
eliminated. 


Mr. Winder expects to discuss the 


question of grading cheeso in Wiscon- 
sin at tho convention of the Wiscon- 
sin Cheesemakers' association 
to be 


held in Milwaukee, Dec. 15. 16 and 17.
